Claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph and 35 U.S.C. 112, 1 st 
paragraph scope of enablement were discussed as well as the Wallace et al. reference. Discussion 
focused on independent claims. In addition, corrections to certain sequences in the specification 
and the claims, as well as amendments to the claims, were discussed.
